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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because reference numerals have not been used to identify 
each element of the drawings. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 2 "symbol" is mistyped as "simple". Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
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another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kaiser et al US 
Patent No. 6,188,717. 

As per claims 1 and 4, Kaiser discloses a transmitter fig. 9A having a convolutional 
encoder 34 for receiving data values; a bit-interleaver 35 coupled to said encoder 34; a symbol 
mapper 36 coupled to said bit interleaver 35. 

As per claim 2, the mapper 36 is a QPSK Mapper see fig. 9A. 

As per claim 3, Kaiser discloses a receiver fig.9B having element 47 functionally 
equivalent to the claimed scorer for receiving symbols; a bit deinterleaver 48 coupled to element 
47 (scorer) and a convolutional decoder 49 coupled to said bit deinterleaver 48.
